During the next decade 10,000 
acres of orchard are set out, from 
Vernon in the north end of the valley 
to Penticton in the south. Similar 
development takes place in neighbor 
ing valleys—at Kamloops, Keremeos, 
Grand Forks, Nelson, Creston, and 
the non-irrigated district of Salmon 
\rm 

Another flip of the carpet and we 
see the Okanagan Valley as it 1s today 

supporting a population of over 
50,000 people. There are thriving 
cities at Vernon, Kelowna, and Pen 
ticton, with smaller towns at West 
bank, Peachland, Summerland, Oh 
ver, and Osoyoos. Favorable climate,

Kelowna and areas lying 
north of this district are devoted 
mainly to apples— MeIntosh being the 
most important variety. The Italian 
prune is grown in quantity, and there 
is a small acreage in grapes. In the 
southern end of the valley wintet 
varieties of apples such as Delicious, 
Newtown, and Winesap are being 
grown to advantage, and there are 
extensive plantings of Bartlett, Flem 
ish Beauty, and Anjou pears; Elberta, 
Vedette, Valiant, and Veteran peach 
es: Wenatchee Moorpark apricots 
ind Bing and Lambert cherries 

Phe fruit industry has had plenty 
of troubles. Low winter temperatures 
have left their mark on many ot 
chards;: codling moth and mites have 
taken their toll; msidious virus cis 
eases have made their appearance. To 
assist growers with the solution of 
these and many other problems, the 
Canadian Department of Agriculture 
operates a fruit inspection service and 
has established at Summerland a mod 
ern horticultural research — station 
together with laboratories concerned 
with the control of plant diseases and 
insect: pests. Similarly, the British 
Columbia Department of Agriculture 
thamtaims an extension service 

Throughout the valley sufficient 
packing houses and modern cold stot 
age plants have been built to handle 
an eight milhon box apple crop 


Large-scale processing plants have 


been constructed to preserve fruits 
and vegetables by canning, by de 
hydration, and by freezing. Substan 
tial factories have been built to make 
fruit products 

Guiding all this achievement is the 
yrowers’ own organization, The B.¢ 
Fruit Growers Association, which 
serves as a growers’ parliament and 
maintains standing committees deal 
ing with such matters as pooling, 
tariff, grades, box shook, and labor 
Subsidiary organizations have been 
set up under the B.C.F.G.A. to oper 
ate the B.C. Fruit Processors and a 
growers Mutual Hail Insurance 
Company 

Outstanding among the achieve 
ments of the B.C.F.G..\. is the estab 
lishment of B.C. Tree Fruits Limited,

N THE northeastern states and the 

Great Lakes region, apples are often 
honeycombed with brown tunnels caused 
by the apple maggot. This pest is often 
called the railroad worm, and infested 
apples are referred to as ‘railroaded 
Summer and fall varieties of apple are 
the most subject to attack, although 
some of the winter apples, such as North 
ern Spy and Fameuse, are often seriously 
injured 

From the outside there may be little 
sign of damage even when the inside of 
the fruit is riddled with the brown trails

made by the maggots. The egg punctures 
can be seen by the trained eye, and the 
points where the eggs are laid sometimes 
become slightly dimpled. The tunnels can 
sometimes be seen through the skin, espe 
cially of light-colored varieties 

The maggot that causes the damage is 
less than a half inch long when full grown 
has no legs, and is creamy white in color 
Its head is so small that the maggot ap 
pears headless. In the adult form the 
insect is @ fly—a little smaller than a 
house fly. It is black with white markings

THE APPLE MAGGOT 


(Continued from page 14) 


The flies begin coming out of the ground dur- 
ing the last half of June, the exact time de- 
pending on locality and season. Most of them 
come out during the month of July 

After 10 days or so the flies make tiny holes 
through the skin of the apple and place their 
eggs underneath the skin. When the maggots 
are through feeding they come out of the 
apple, which by that time is usually on the 
ground, and go an inch or more into the soil 
There they take a form resembling grains of 
wheat. They Stay in the ground until at least 
the following summer, when they become flies 
and come out of the ground again. A few 
stay in the ground for two or more winters 

Contro!l. The most effective means of con- 
trolling the maggot is by spraying. For many 
years lead arsenate was standard for this pur- 
pose. When properly used it is effective 
Three pounds per 100 gallons is the usual 
strength, and at least two applications are 
necessary—one as soon as flies are appearing 
in numbers, and a second when fly abundance 
reaches its highest point, usually about two 
weeks after the first spray application. In case 
of long drawn-out fly emergence, a third spray 
may be needed. Details of spray programs and 
current information on timing may usually be 
obtained from state agricultural experiment 
stations or extension services 

Unfortunately, a full program of control 
with lead arsenate may leave excessive re- 
sidues on summer varieties. Among the new 
insecticides, DOT and methoxychlor have given 
good results in control of the apple maggot 
Both should be used at a strength of about 
two pounds of 50 per cent wettable powder 
per 100 gallons 

These insecticides do not remain effective 
on fruit and foliage as long as lead arsenate, 
and three or four applications should be made 
at about 10-day intervals. Both are preferable 
to lead arsenate from the standpoint of spray 
residue, although a full schedule of DDT on 
summer apples may leave excessive residue 
Methoxychlor is preferable in this respect 
since its residues are considered less objec- 
tionable than those of DDT 

The flies seem to move around freely and 
may fly into an orchard and lay many eqgs 
before being tilled by the poison. Therefore 
the spray should be applied to any neglected 
and unsprayed trees near the orchard as well 
as to all trees in the orchard. Otherwise 
efforts to control the maggot are likely to be 
only partly effective 

The apple maggot may be controlled, at 
least in part, by removing and disposing of 
dropped fruit at reqular intervals during the 
summer and early in the fall. The maqgots 
mature the fastest in summer apples, slower 
in fall varieties, and slowest in winter fruit. 
Summer apples should be gathered twice a 
week, those of fall varieties once a week, and 
those of winter kinds once in two weeks. The 
feasibility of this practice depends of course 
on the labor cost involved and the avail- 
ability of outlets for cull fruit of this kind 
Neglected trees near an orchard, as well as 
unprofitable trees of summer apples in the 
orchard that are causing a build-up in infesta- 
tion should be removed if possible—8. A 
Porter, USDA
